THREE REPUBLICAN PLATFORMS. 
New-Hampshire, . New-Jersey, -and .Ten- 
nessee Republicans 'yesterday adopted reso- 
lations defining ‘the issues which they regard 
as important in the approaching national 
canvass, and their own views with reference 
to them, These three from among the East- 
ern, the Central seaboard; and the Southern 
States may be taken as fairly representing 
the Republican Party in those sections,: The 
resolutions of the conventions were, on ‘the 
whole, temperately expressed, direct and can- 
did in spirit, and embodying with.reasonable 
completeness the prevailing opinion of the 
party. . New-Hampshire and New-Jersey are 
counted as favorable to Mr. BLarne’s nomina- 
tion, and it is worthy of note that their expres- 
sions with reference to the Southern question 
are pitchéd in a‘moderate key. The New- 
Hampshire Convention, it is trite, ‘‘ arraigns’’ 
the Democratic Partyfor its ‘‘connivanceat the 


‘mullification of laws for the protection of the 


rights of the freedmenat the South,’’ but it

THR QUESTION OF SPECIAL RATES. |. 


The announcement’ has been’ made that 
the New-York Central Railroad is refusing 
to renew its contracts for ‘special rates for 
the transportation of freight; which expired 
‘on the 80th of April. ». This was followed 
almost immediately by the report that ‘‘ rep- 
reseritatives of the business interests *’ of 
some of the cities in the western part of the 
State were on the way. to Albany: for 
the> purpose. of opposing ‘the passage 
ofthe Anti-discrimination. bill: in . the 
Senate. These men “undoubtedly represent 
their own business interests, which have'en-’ 


| joyed the advantage of special.rates at the 


expense of other business interests which 
have not~been so’ favored... Their motive 
for going to the capital to influence legisla. 

tion is quite transparent. Their gratitude 
for favors: past’ is’ inspired by a lively sense 
of favors to comé, in case the bill’ is defeat- 

ed, while, if it becomes a law, ‘they can 
suffer no disadvantage except that of - being 
put -on an equal. footing with their 
competitors, The ~ business interests of 
Rochester, and Syracuse are. somewhat 
wider. than those of the men who have 
pro by. special rates, and the business in- 

terests of the State of New-York are still 
more extensive than those of any particular. 
locality. It is ‘for the Legislature to con- 
sider the claims of the whole people, rather 
than those of a favored few who desire still 
to be favored at’ the general expense. ' The 
statement that the New-York Central and 
Hudson River Railroad is not renéwing its 
time. Gontracts for special rates is. not true, 
but if it-were, there would be nothing in 
the fact to prevent its. continuance of the’ 
policy of ‘secret discriminations, or the 
making of new contracts at any time‘and to 
any extent, whenever the way seems. to’ be 
clear.” ‘The fact that 1t is continuing its 
efforts. to defeat the pending bill shows 
that ‘there is no intention of ‘abandon: 
ing ‘that policy . unless. on compulsion, 
The reported refusal to renew contracts at 
this time, and the attempt to create the im- 
pression that itis working injuriously to’ 
trade in certain: localities, are plainly. in- 
tended ‘to "give new: vigor to the interested 
opposition to the Anti-discrimination bill, 

and to strengthen the pretext. which, certain 
Senators are only too anxious to have for 
voting against it): _. 

That the business interests. of Rochester. 
or Syracuse, or of Buffalo’ or tics, ate to. 
be: harmed: by giving their merchants equal

Our anti-Chinese friends on the other side 


‘| of the continent will learn with satisfaction 


of the Irish proscription of the Chinese 
colony in this City, It isonly.. quite re- 
cently that Chinamen began to arrive here 
in considerable ‘numbers. It’ is not certain 
that their persecution in California had any- 
thing to do with their migration. It is quite 
likely that people wlio are sufficiently ven- 
turous to put the Pacific Ocean between 
themselves and their ‘native. land would 
dare. further, and cross the continent in 
search of . employment L&boris cheaper 
here,.. however, than in San; Fran+ 
ciseo; though this is a busier country, 
perhaps, than that which has thuafar given 
us only the overflowing: of its _‘’ Asiatic 
hotdes.”” "The number of Chinese in. this 
City is very small... It will be. many. years; 
apparently, before the ‘‘ invasion’’ assumes 
proportions so large that it will be thought 
necessary to invoke the aid of, the Legis- 
lature or the Common Couzjcil, in attempts 
to deter the coming of the Chinese by means 
of oppressive laws and Municipal ordinances. 
Nevertheless, hatred of the Chinese springs 
eternal in: the Celtic breast, In fact, the 
hospitable and generous Irishman has. almost 
no friendship for any race but his own. 
Asa. laborer and a politician, he’ detests 
the Ttalian.... Between. him.° and - the 


German-American’ citizen there is a |: 


great gulf fixed. So, when a little colony of 
Chinese, scarcely one thousand in number, 
settles: in the midst of what has been an 
Irish-Catholic quarter, there. springs up: at 
oncé an active enmity against the new-comers. 
‘These are pagans, and when, like a swarm of 

insects, they settle about. one of 
the temples of the Roman Catholic faith, 
they are specially obnoxious ‘to their neigh- 
bors. This is what has lately happened .in 
Mott-street, where the handful of Chinese in 
the City bad east anchor. It was contami- 
nation tothe church building. Therefore it 
was resolved: that the Chinese must.go.° At 
least, they.must go from the sacred precincts 
of the Church of ‘the Transfiguration. 

The owners of the property, moved by the 
wrathful clamor of the anti-Chinese ‘neigh- 
bors, gave their celestial tenants notice to 
quit. There might have been, at least; an 
attempt to ‘comyert these’ heathen. . ‘There 
was a good. opening for a mission to the-China 
in. Mott-street to accomplish what many self- 
sacrificing Roman Catholic missionaries have 
voyaged across the seas todo for the pagans. 


Abbé Huo. and his .devoted. companion 


braved greater dangers than any of the Mott- 
street church-goers, in order, to carry the. 
cross to the Chinese, But the most natural 
thing for the Americanized: Irishman is to 
drive out all other foreigners, whatever may 
be their religious teriets.

While there is no probability that. the Right 
can secure a majority in the Chamber, there 
is every reason to believe that the majority 
of. the Left will be so: largely reduced. that 
some one dissatisfied ‘politician of that party, 
with a comparatively small following, will 
be able to hold the balance of power. . 

This is, unquestionably, the game which 
Signor Nicormra is playing... For more than 
a year past, without formally. separating 
himself from the Left, he has maintained a 
quasi independent attitude. .

Nico- 
tera group, will be able to contro! the Cham- 
ber. In-such case, Nicormra will be vir- 
tually master of the situation... His demands 
must be’acceded to by either party in order 
to secure his necessary support, and: he is 
much more .likély to join forces with. the 
Right than with themen of the Left, who 
Jook upon: him as.their betrayer,., Beyond 
comparison, he is, the ablest politician in 
Parliament, dad being hampered by no con-. 
nections and. sustained. by an’ incomparable 
padacity, ‘he will make his bargain where he 
can obtain the highest pay. 

It is thus quite among the possibilities that 
the Right, although it cannot hope. to ob- 
‘tain a majority at, the polls, may form the 
next Ministry. Carrou1 will find himself 
weaker in the'next Parliament. than he is in 
this, and ‘his retirement. from office can’ be’ 
but a question of a few weeks. If he ds over-

Dr, TamicHLeR, a German physician, has 

lately made some much-noted comments on habi- 
tual headache ‘among young people,’a trouble 
which he ayers is largely on the increase. He is 
inclined to attribute it to excessive intellectual 
exertion, often caused by the fancy of parents for 
having a great. yariety of “subjects taught, and 
more especially to night work, which, he says, pro- 
duces in the brain the same condition as would: be 
produced fn the muscles, if, after along day’s march, 
amountain-climber were to continue walking far 
on into the night, and were to repeat this day after 
day: Dr. Tagicutzn’s letter: has elicited from a 
London physician a statement that he has. some- 
times found the brain to be growing faster than the 
skull which contained it.. - What, seemed like. great 
stupidity was for a time the result, but in time the 
skal effected its enlargement, and the brain was 
relieved. One of the dangers most likely to ocour 
in schools arises from the fact that the same lessons 
are necessarily allotted: to.all in a class, and while 
they entail no effort.of intellect.on the part of one, 
may be a frightful labor to another. It is the 
dull, laborious pupil, we suspect, who oftentimes is 
the most injured by school: pressure, and it should. 
be the stady.of the ‘teacher to recognize him or 
her, and afford aid and encouragement. 


The late Kuenxte Henry Diesy, though 
noted at the time of his death as the author of 
‘*Evenings on the Thames,” was really the author 
of ‘one book, “The Broadstone of Honor,” the 
“Mores Catholici," and the ‘“Compitum,” ‘being 
only additional chapters in the same-work. “The 
Broadstone of Honor,” written when the author 
was a Cambridge undergraduate, first appeared in 
1822, the second edition, which came out in. 1823, 
being greatly enlarged and showing a strong tend- 
ency on the part of thé author toward the Roman 
Churoh: The work was again almost wholly re- 
written for the edition of 1828. The latest edition, 
in five volumes, was published in England in 1876, 
The late Archdeacon Haze spoke of.the. second 


edition of 1823 as “that noble manual for gentle- } 


men, that volume which, had I a son, I would place 
in hig hands, charging him, ugh: such prompt- 
ing would be needless, to love if next to his Bible.” 
But when, ii latér editions, the author set himself 
to. show that. all good, and hardly anything but 
goed; fs ‘to, bé found’ in the bosom of the Romish 
Church; Archdeacon Hass withdrew this com- 
mendation, on the ground that the book took a 
hostile; position» toward Protestant Christianity, 
‘though he-spoke more strongly than ever of the 
literary excellence of)the work.. Mr; Dresy prided 
himself upon his poetry, and persisted in bringing 
out-volummes from time to time; though scarcely a 
copy ever left the publishers’ shelves, His appre- 
ciation of his own writings was in an in- 
verse ratio to their merits. If spoken. to: about 
“The Broadstone of Honor,” he.would reply, with 
a slight toss of the head, that “twas but acompi- 
lation,’ while, to any one ,who. would. compliment 
him:on his later books, he would listen with pleas- 
ure. ‘He never. wrote’ anything, ‘however, that 
could be named in. comparison with it, He’ was 
the most.amiable, and kind-hearted: of :men ‘in 
private life, but had kept himself so. much from the 
world that his recent death took every one by sur 
prise. They thought he had passed away long ago. 
Hanz and Diesr were collége-mates at Cambridge, 
bat, when they began to think for themselves, the 
one organized the Broad Charch Party in the An- 
glican Church, andthe: other was a ploneer in the 
great. English : movement ‘toward the Roman 
Church; which he joined im 1828. Fifty years ago 
Wonpsworrs publicly, testified to *the “pleasure 
and * which * “The. Broadstone of Hon- 
or” iad given him.
